For that which is born of the Fleſh, is Fleſh, and that which 
is born of ihe Spirit is Syirit, John 3. Ard he that was Lorin 
aficr the Fleſh, perſecuted hin that was bor ajter the Spirit 3 
even ſo it is now. Cal. 4.29. Ard in Chrift neither Circumet- 
hon availeth any thing nor Wrcirenucilion ; tet a new Creatnro. 
For he that fowcth to the Flifh, fh.ll of the Fiehh vo, p Corrupti- 
on + but hethat ſoweth to the Spirit, ſh! of the Spirit rea? il? 
everlaſiing. Gal. 4. 6. 8. 15. : 

Now conſider, what goo all the Chriſtians or the Terrs, 
or Turks, outward Wortſhips, Religions, or Profeitio:s,

It availeth them nothing, neither ſhall they fee the Etig- 
dom of God or cntcr mtoit.cxccptthey be born again of the

like of which I tell you as 7 
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paſt : that they which do ſuch things ſhall not inherit the King- 
d o#1 of God, Gal. 5, 19, 20, 21. | 

And now conſider, all you that do theſe evil works the 
Apoſtle tells you, ye ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God, 

for the Kingdom of God 1s not in Words, but in Power ; 
arid ſtands in Righteouſneſs and Peace, and Joy in the 
Holy Gholt. 

And again, the Apoſtle ſaith, Know ye not that the un- 
righteous ſhall not Inherit the Kingdom of God 8 Be not deceic- 
ed, neither Fornicators, nor Idolators, nor Abuſers of them- 
ſelves with Mankind 5 nor Thieves, nor Coveteons, nor Revi- 
lers, nor Extortioners, ſhall inherit, the Kingdom of God, 
1 Cor. 6.9, 10. 

Here you may ſee, ſuch as a& and hve in theſe wicked 
things, ſhall not inherit the Kingdom of God. And there- 
tore you that act ſuch things and live yn them, conſider 
what your end will bez and what Kingdom you muſt in- 
herit. 

And the Apoſtle ſaith to the Corinthians. Know ye not 
that you are the Temple of God, and the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you ? if any man defile the Temple of God, him ſhall God 
deſtroy « for the Temple of God is holy, which Temple ye are. 
Tet no man deceive himſelf, 1 Cor. 3. 16, 17, 18. 

Here you may ſee, what Judgment God threatens upon 
them that defhle his Temple. Namely, their bodics, as in 
1'Cor. 6. 15. to the 19. | 

And the Apoſtle taith to the Fpheſrans, Fornication and 
all Uncleannels, Covetoutnels, let it not be once named 2- 
mong you, 2s becometh Saints : neither filthines nor fool- 
liſh talking, nor jeiting, which are not convenient, for this, 
ye know that no V/hoye-monger, norunclean Perſon, nor 
covetous Man viho 1s an Idolator ; hath any inheritance 11 
the Kingdom of Chriſt and of God. Let mo man dcreine 
you with vain words, for becauſe of theſe things cometh the 
wrath of God upon the Children of Diſobedience, as you may 

Fe in Epheſtars 5. ; 
Fe . Now 
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Now here you may ſee, they that commit theſe things 
and live in them, ſhall not inhetit the Kingdom of Chriſt 
nor of God ; but theſe evil things who commit them bring 
the wrath of God upon them, and do not deceive your 
{clves for you cannot eſcape it. And theſe evil things are ſo 
far from being practiſed or ated amongſt the Saints, they 
are not ſo much as once to be named amongſt them 3 the 
Saints are to be kept ſo holy which do inherit the King- 
dom of Chriſt, and of God which is holy. 

And Chriſt faid unto Fohr, He that overcometh ſhall inhe- 
rit all things, and I will be his God, and he ſhall be my Son. 
But the fearful and unbelieving, and the Abominable,and Mru- 
derers, and Whoremongers, and Sorcerers, and Idolaters, and 
all Liars ſhall have their part in the Lake which burns with ſire 
and Brimſtone, which is the ſecond Death, Revel. 21. 7, 8. 

Now here you may ſee is the end of all ſuch that live in 
ſuch unclean Actions according to Chnſts Judgment. And 
the end and comfort of all them that overcome the Devil 
and his works, they ſhall inherit all things and ſhall be cal- 
ed Gods Sons. | 

And the Nations of them which are ſaved ſhall walk in the 
Light. of Heavenly Jeruſalem, the glory of the Lord doth ligh- 
ten it, and the Lamb is the Light thereof and the gates of it 
ſhall not be ſhut at all by day, for there ſhall be no night there, 
and there ſhall innowiſe enter into it any thing that defileth,nci- 
ther whoſoever worketh Abomination or maketh a Lie, but they 
which are written in the Lambs book of life 5 they ſhall enter 
into his heavenly Jeruſalem, for without this heavenly Jeru- 
ſalem are Dogs, and Sorcerers, and Whoremongers, and Mur- 
derers, and Idolators, and whoſoever loveth and maketh a lie. 
Revel. 22. 15. | ; 

And therefore conſider, all ye that live in theſe evils and 
are defiled with them, Chriſt tells you ye can in no wile en- 
ter into this holy City New Jeruſalem. 

And Fohr ſaith, The Dewil and them that he had deceived, 
was caſt into the lake of fire that burneth with Brimſtone _ 
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the Beaft and the falſe Prophet ; and ſhall be tormented Day and 
Niebt for ever aud for ever. So here 1s an end of the Devil, 
Beaſt, and falſe Prophet, and his followers. 

And John he ſaw Death and Hell were caſt into the lake 
of Fire,this is the ſecond Death, and whoſoever was not found 
written in the Lambs Book of life, was caſt into the lake of fire, 
there 1s their end. | 

And the Beaſt and his followers made War with him that ſat 
por the Horſe. Namely, Chriſt and his followers, and the 
Beaſt was taker, and with him the falſe Prophet that wrought 
Miracles before the Beaſt, with which he deceived them that re- 
cerved ihe Mark of the Beaſt,and them that worſhipped his In:- 
age 5, theſe both were caſt alive into the Lake of fire which burns 
with Brimfione. And here is the end of ſuch decervers and 
worl{kippers.as You may ſee in Revel. 19.19,20. Which makes 
war 2ganft Chriſt and h's followers, but he 1s too hard for 
them, and overcometh them, and they that worſhip the Imace 
that the Beaſt hath made 3 ſach do not worſhip God in Spi- 
rit and Truth as Chriſt commanded above Sixteen hundred 
years ago. And you may ſee the Judgment,and Puniſhment, 
of the great Whore Miſtery of Babylon, Mother of Harlois, 
or falic Church ; who hath harlotted from the Spirit of Chriſt 
that the Apoſtles were in. Who hath drunk the Blood. of 
the Martyrs ? And in her was found the blood of the Pro- 
phets, and of the Saints, and of all that were (Jain uponthe 
Earth concerning Religion, and Worſhip 3 1n this whore 
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which is whored from the Spirit of God the Apoſtles were 
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in. But you may read her Judgment, and Puniſhment, Fall, 
and Deſtruction m Revel. 17. 18, And of the Beaſt that aſ- 
eended ot of the lo'tomleſs Pit and goth into Perdition, ad 
they who dwell on the Earth ſhall Wonder, whoſe names were #cot 
written in the Book of life from the foundation of the WWorld, 
but they whoſe naines are written 11 the book of lite, do not 
wonder at the down {all of the Ecaſt, and Whore, the falſe 
Cluurch 5 And Chit Jefits ſaid unto Hs Ditciples, and to 
the Multitude, Exce;t your Rightcenſmeſs do exceed the Righ-

teonſneſs of the Scribes and Phariſees,ye ſhill in nowiſe enter in- 
to the Kingdow of Heaven, Mat. 5. 20. Chriſtsrizh:cor.{1ef

Chriit faith, If 7s not every one that ſaith units m2, Lord, 
Þord, ſhell enter into the Kinedow of Heaven 5 but he that 
doth the will of my Father which is in Heaven, Nint, 7.21. $0 
here you may {ce 1: 15 not the Saycrs of tae will of God and 

alling Chriit Lord, but the docrs of the Wyl of Gold that 
entcr into the Kingdom of Heaven, And James fanh, 7 
they were hearcrs of the V; ord only and not doers, they dece.ve 
their own Seils;, tor the Apoſtle Paul ſauh, The hearers & 
he Law are not Juſtified before God, but the doers of the Lap 
forall be Fuſtijied, Rom. 2. 13. and James 1. 22. 

And Chriſt Jeſus ſaith, 1's be auto ye Scrives and Phriſces, 
hypecrites,for ye ſhat up the Kingdom of beaver againſt new, fur 
Ae neither £0 in Jour J ebves, neither / uſfer ye them Far are 6 
terins to go in, Niat. 23, 13. 

Now 1s not this the State and condition of ma: great 
Protetlors in Chriſtendom, withtheir lore prayers, ant win 
their Tythes, Mont, Amnis, and Commin, and Making, or ior -- 
ug fo themſelves Profelites, and fhutize up the Kinidow of 
Heaveir from men 5 and either 09 in themjo!ves nor fujfer 107 
tat world enter. And drawing peopte from the Light Gi 
Chriſt, and Is Spirit, and Power, and Grave, 1n their own 
hearts, by which they ſhould {ce theKingdom of Gou and 
enter into it. And Chriſt ſaid to his diſctples when he j--2t 
them forth as ſheep in the Midſt of Wolves, namely, the out- 
ward Profeſſing Fews, and whoſoever ſhall not receive you anc! 
hcar your words, when you depart ort of that houſe or City, ſhake 
off the duſt of your feet. Verily, I {uy nato you, it ſhall be 5ror? 
tollerable for the Land of Sodom and Gomorah 71 ihe dy of 
Tudement then for that City, Mat. 10. 

Here you may fee they that will not recerve the Meſſage 
of Chrilt and Its Goſpel, they ſhake off the dt of their ſhoes 
againſt them, and leave them to the day of Fitment, as 
Paul and Barnabas 01d, in As 13.50, 51. £64 Uirift faid 
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to him that he gave ſive talents to, and he had gained five ta- 


lents more ; | ell done thou good and faithful ſervant, thou haſt 
been faithf:l wver a few things, 1 will make thee ruler over many 
things 3 enter thou into the Joy of thy Lord, Mat. 20. 21.Here 
you may ſee they that do well, and do improve their hea- 
venly ralents, do enter into the Foy of the Lord. And they 
which do believe do enter into reſt, and he that is entered into 
his reſt is ceaſed from his own works as God did from his 5 and 
they which do not believe 1n the life of Chriſt, do not enter into 
him their reſt becauſe of their unbelief, Heb. 4. and John 12. 
And therefore conſider, where they remain if it be not in 
the Kingdom of the Beaſt and Dragon full of darkzeſs, and 
there they graw their tongues for pain and yet will not repent of 
their evil deeds, Revel. 16. But unto his Son he faith, thy 
throne O God is forever and ever, a Scepter of righteouſneſs is 
theScepter of thy Kingdom, Heb. 1. 8. And Peter ſaith, Of a 
truth, I perceive that God is no reſpefer of Perſons, but in 
every Nation he that feareth God@>-worketh righteouſneſs is accep- 
ted with hint, As. 10.34, 35. Here you may lee they muſt 
be ſuch as work Righteouſneſs, and not only talk of Righ- 
tcouſneſs 1f they be accepted with God. And the urprofita- 
ble ſervant that hid his Talext and did not improve it, it was 
taker from him and he caſt into utter darkneſs, &Cc. where there 
ſhall be Weeping and gnaſhing of Teeth 5 and will not this be 
the portion of all them that do not improve their heaven] 

talent that Chriſt gave unto them. And Chriſt Jeſus ſpeak- 
ing of the Sheep or his right hand, and the Goats on his left 
hand: to the Goats he ſaith, Depart from me ye Curſed into e- 
verlaſting fire, prepared for the Devil and his Angels. And 


ſo they do go into everlaſting puniſhment, but the Sheep which 


are the righteous that are on his right hand, they ſhall go into e« 
werlaſting Life, Mat. 25. Now here you may ſee Chriſts judg- 
ments upon the Wicked, and their end and the happineſs 


and eternal ſtate of the Righteous, which Chriſt calleth his 
Sheep. 
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Concerning Condemnation. 


E that believeth on Chriſt in his Light, which is the life 

in him.jzs not condemned, but he that believeth not in the 

Light as Chriſt commands,7s condemmed already; and this js 

the Condemnation that light is come into the World, and exlich- 

teneth every man that cometh into the IVortd. And Chriſt faith, 

believe in the Light, but men love darkneſs rather ther Light. 

becauſe their deeds are evil: and every ene that doth evil ha- 

teth the Light, neither cometh to the light leaſt his deeds ſhould 
be reproved, John 1. 3. 12. chap. 

Now here you may ſee, this is the condenmation that light 
3s come into the World, and every one that doth evil hateth the 
Light, and loveth darkneſs rather than light whoſe deeds are 
evil, And again Chriſt faith, He that hearcth my word and b2- 
lieveth on him that ſent me hath everlaſting life, and ſh.ll not 
come into Condemmation, but is paſt from death to life, John. 5, 
24. And he that believeth not the Son of Go4 ſhall net ſee life, 
but the wrath of God abideth on hizr, and he js condexmed al- 
ready. But whoſoever believeth in the Son of God, ſhall not pe- 
' riſh but have everlaſting life, John 3. 16,-17, 18. 36. So It 1s 
by believing inthe Light whichis the lite in Chriſt, that peo- 
ple come out of condemnation to lite ; And as by the of- 
fence or diſobedience of one, namely, Adam, Judement came 
pon all mer to condemnation, even ſo by the righteouſneſs of 
one, namely, Chriſt the free gift came upon all men to Juſtiſica- 
ton of life, Rom. 5. 18.Now it ye do not beheve in Chrilt as 
he hath cominanded 1n his Light,which is the life in him,yox 
ſhall not ſee life without his Light; and Chrilt tells you that 
you are condemned already that doth not believe in hin and his 
Light, ard the wrath of God abideth upon you. A:1d the Apoſtle 
Paul faith, there 3s no condemnation to then which are in:Chri 
Teſs who walk, not after the fleſh; but after the memn_ F. 
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That is, not after the Iotions of the Fleſh, but after the Afotions of the 
Syirit of God; theſeare they which believe in the Light, witich is the 
life in Chriſt and arc grafted into him. And the Apoſtle callerh the 
Old Covenant, or Oli Teſtament, a miniftration of condemration rhongh 
it was Glorious in it's time; but the Miniſtration of righteouſneſs in the 
New Covenant, and New Teſtament, exceeds it in Glory; and the 
Glory of the firſt Teſtament is done away and aboliſhed by Chriſt,as 
in, 2 Cor. 3. 

Now ia the firfTeſtament it was the Command of God, that they 
ſb #1d mot forſwear themſelves, but perform their Oaths to the Lord, as 
in Aft. 5. 33, 34. But Chriſt in his New Teitament, and New Co- 
venaat ſaith, [ [ay into you [wear nat at a, and this doctrine ne preach- 
ed to his Diſciples and to the Jews, that had commanded oaths and 
ſycaring. And the Apoſile Janes who directed his Epiſtle to the 12 
Tribes, and he had bcen a Jew and a profeſſor of the Old Teſta- 
ment, and old Covenant; and now was converted and a believer in 
Cir. { Jeſus, and a preacher of the new Covenant, and New T: ſta- 
ment according to C:riſts Doctrine 3 and he ſaid, but above all thirgs 
123 brethren ſwrar not, neither by Heaven, nor by Earth, neither by any 
other Oath ; but let your yea, be yea, and your n4), na), left je fall into 
Conaemiaticn, umes 5. 12. 

Now here according to 7awes DoQtrine, they that ſwear or take 
any Oath, tall into Condetnnation; and go out of the Dottrine of 
Chriſt and the Apoſtles in the New Teſtam?at and New Covenant 
aud Chriſt {aid unts the Jews, If you bad known what this meaneth [ 
wili have mercy and not ſacrifice, ye would not have condemned the Guiltleſs, 
Mar. 12. 7. And 7ames ſaith to the Jews,ye have condemned ana killed the 
ju, and he doth 17t reſiſt you; this James ſpeaketh to the Jews that 
had lived in p'eaſure n'n the Ewth, and been wanton and had nourifhel 
their Bees ts as in the day of Slenghter, James 5. 6. But ſuch ungodly 
men arefor condennation as in fade 4. Anas Soloms faith, A mm of 
wicked devices will the Lord condemn, ang ke that jr ft fieth the wicked, ana 
he that eondemneth the juift eventhey beth ave an 2bomin ation to thel.grd,Prov 
12 2 17.15. And Cit Jeſus ſaith, in /Zat. 12.36. I fay unto 104 tht every 
Tale word that men ſhall ſpeak, they ſhall give account theresf in the day of 
14::7ment,for by thy words rho 4 ſhalt be juftifizd,and by thy words than [halt be 
condemned. Are not all hereto have a car{ and to be watchful again{t idle 
words,and bad words,Jeſt they be condemned, bur as rhe Apoſtle ſaich, rhe; c 75 n2 comm 
deimation to thein with are Þ Chriſt Jeſus who walk nt after toe Ely ut afier the Sjurit, 
U11: 18 no: after the tleſhly wayes words nor works, and then as rhe Apoſtle faith, whe 
ſhall 'a- any thing 7» the charge of God's ele jt is God th.1t juftifiets who is be that cmdomnenh, 
Rom.
